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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 21 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sun et al. (US 
Patent AppUcation Publication US 2003/0047541 Al). 

3. In re claim 19, Sun, in the US Patent Application Publication US 2003/0047541 Al; 
figures 1 - 2B and related text, discloses a low-k dielectric film; and whisker reinforcement 
distributed throughout the film, wherein the whisker reinforcements are selected from the group 
consisting of SiC, Si3N4, oxides, polymers, and diamond structured materials (Paragraph 0033). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2 - 4, 6 - 17, 23 and 24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 22 November 2004 have been folly considered but they are 
not persuasive for the following reasons. 

6. Applicant contests that Sun does not teach that the dielectric layer has fibers made out of 
SiC, Si3N4, oxides polymers or diamond stractures. However, Examiner respectfoUy submits 
that Sun teaches that the added materials can be, among other things, aramid fibers, which are 
polymers. Therefore, Sun, discloses all the limitations of claim 19.
